LANS to transform 
Dalston town 
centre with 
improved cycle 
routes, lighting, more trees, 
and a 20mph speed limit 
can now go ahead after the 
Council secured 
£2.3million in funding. 

There will also be new 
crossing points between 
Ridley Road and Dalston 
Kingsland station, while 
the relocation of bus stops 


and cycle stands will make 
it easier to get around. 

Further improvements 
include dropped kerbs for 
wheelchair users and those 
with pushchairs, safer 
crossings for blind and 
visually impaired 
pedestrians, and the 
introduction of CCTV. 

It is hoped the 
improvements will make 
what is already a popular 
town centre for local 
shoppers and tourists even 
more attractive, while 
retaining its unique 
character. The plans are 
part of wider 


improvements to the area, 
which include building 
more than 500 new homes, 
a library and public 
archive, shops, restaurants 
and modern public square, 
with a new London 
Overground station at the 
heart of the development. 

Dalston residents 
welcomed the plans. Divya 
Guha said: “It may be 
difficult to travel when 
road works start, but it’s a 
small price to pay for a 
nicer area.” 

Ruth Ganthony added: 
“The cash injection will 
improve Dalston and 


Kingsland Road no end. 

It’s an ever popular place to 
live, but needs amenities to 
match. The new station 
will be fantastic, and cycle 
routes are a must on such a 
busy bus route. Plus, with 
the prestigious task of 
hosting the 2012 Olympic 
and Paralympic Games, the 
area deserves some TLC.” 

Proposals to upgrade 
Kingsland High Street were 
submitted to the Greater 
London Authority (GLA) 
who awarded the Council 
£l.3million. An additional 
£1 million was granted by 
the London Development 


Agency for wider town 
centre improvements. 

Steve Douglas, the 
Council’s Corporate 
Director for 
Neighbourhoods and 
Regeneration, added: 
“We’re delighted that 
Transport for London 
supported our proposals 
and we look forward to 
this transformation of a 
key town centre and 
gateway into the borough.”

Election build-up 

THE regular column from the Mayor of Hackney won’t be 
appearing in Hackney Today until after the Council and 
Mayoral elections, which take place on 6 May. 

This is because of regulations governing local government 
publicity in the run-up to elections. The rules mean that 
Hackney Today will not feature or mention any elected 
politician or candidate during this period, unless there is a 
need to respond to an issue of public importance. 

The rules also apply to the General Election, which had not 
yet been called as Hackney Today went to press. 

100-plus new homes 

CONSTRUCTION work on over 1 00 new homes for social 
renting will begin soon at three housing estates in Hackney. 
The Council’s planning committee agreed proposals on 10 
March to build 1 1 4 new homes for Ottaway Court and 
Rendlesham House, in E5, and Bridport House in Colville 
Estate, N1 . It is all part of a wider programme to build new 
social rented homes on Hackney estates, which has 
received £16million in Government funding through the 
Homes and Communities Agency (HCA) since last year. 

The HCA funding is part of a new Government initiative 
allowing local authorities to build new homes for social rent 
for the first time in several decades. 

George McGee, Chair of the Six Estates Steering Group, 
said: “This is absolutely marvellous news - there is a real 
need for new social rented homes in Hackney, and the 
Council has been very successful in securing grant funding 
for this from the HCA.” 

Construction is set to begin soon, with Bridport House 
tenants being re-housed, while sites at Ottaway Court and 
Rendlesham House are already cleared. 

The Council has been working with residents to draw up 
plans for the regeneration work, including family homes 
with gardens and balconies, and open spaces. 

Sisters doing it for themselves 

MORE than 1 30 young women from across Hackney 
celebrated International Women’s Day at a free event at the 
Ocean in Mare Street. 

The day offered activities for 1 3 to 1 9-year-old women in 
the borough. Hackney’s first annual Public Speaking 
Championship for young women launched the 1 1 March 
event and was won by Bridge Academy (below) in a closely 
fought battle with Hackney Free and Parochial, Frampton 
Park Girls’ Group and Haggerston School. 

There were a range of workshops and an all-female talent 
show finale closed the event. Winning contestant, singer 
Kiyah Sesay, 1 5, from Homerton, received £1 00 in shopping 
vouchers.The event was organised by Hackney’s Young 
Women’s Group with support from Youth Services and the 
Youth Opportunity Fund.

T HE future of the 
Hackney Empire 
looks brighter 
following a planning 
decision which means the 
theatre can sell a building it 
owns and pay off much of 
its debt.

it has accumulated. 

On 10 March, the 
Council’s planning sub- 
committee approved 
proposals to turn the 
building at the rear of the

Victorian theatre into 25 
new homes, which will also 
include a rehearsal space 
for the Empire and wider 
community. 

At the beginning of 
February, the theatre 
significantly reduced the 
number of shows it was 
staging, to give its board 
time to put together a 
package of measures to 
ensure it could continue to 
put on productions. The 
Empire’s education and 
community programmes 
have carried on as normal. 

At a public meeting on 1 1 
March, the Empire’s interim 
chief executive, Clarie 
Middleton, announced the 
theatre’s board had put 
together a positive plan, 
meaning more shows 
would start in the summer, 


with the much-loved 
pantomime running as 
usual at the end of the year. 

A further vote of 
confidence in the theatre’s 
future comes in the shape of 
an iconic pin badge 
designed to represent 
Hackney in the run up to 
the 2012 Games.

Blue Badge fraudsters fined 

FOUR people have pleaded guilty to charges of misusing 
Blue Badges, following proceedings brought by Hackney 
Council. 

The prosecutions, at Thames Magistrates Court on 1 0 
March, are part of the Council’s ongoing efforts to wipe out 
Blue Badge fraud in the borough. Since August, an anti- 
fraud team has been working to crack down on people 
who abuse the national disabled parking scheme. 

Abbas Ud-dean Ahmad, 35, of Westrow Drive, Ilford; Kurat 
Chuhan, 24, of Brooke Road, E5; Besim Hisenaj, 41 , of Oval 
Road, NW1 ; and Daniel Merrifield-Blissett, 20, of Albion 
Road, E8, all pleaded guilty and were all fined. 

Since January, the Council has brought eight successful 
prosecutions for Blue Badge fraud. Between them, the 
perpetrators committed 22 offences. The Blue Badge 
scheme exists to give disabled people crucial access to the 
services and amenities they need.

Hackney Free was one of many 
schools created by the church 
during the 1 6th century for 
children whose parents could 
not afford to pay any fees. 

The school was built in the j 
reign of King Henry VIII & 
and was housed in £ ] 
Christopher Urswick's 
Rectory, known as the 
Church House. 

It provided free education to 
twelve Hackney boys. 

In 1 71 4, a Parochial Charity 
School was started to educate 
and clothe 30 boys and 20 
girls. The free school and the 
parochial school were joined 
together in 1772 to form 
Hackney Free and Parochial 
School as we know it today.

M ORE than 50 
older people 
have learnt to 
swim since the 
beginning of this year, 
thanks to free lessons - and 
a touch of courage.

Step forward at Woodberry Down 


HACKNEY’S biggest 
regeneration project has 
taken another step forward 
with the signing of a major 
agreement. 

Tim Shields, the 
Council’s Chief Executive, 
partners from the Homes 
and Communities Agency 
(HCA), developer Berkeley 
Homes, and Genesis 
Housing Group were at 
Woodberry Down on 17 
March following the 
signing of a development 


agreement for phase one of 
the area’s £1 billion, 20-year 
regeneration project. 

In January, the HCA gave 
the project £27million to 
build 187 new homes for 
social rent and 60 for 
shared ownership. 

Work is set to begin this 
month and the new homes 
are due for completion by 
2012/13. 

The homes will be built 
across two sites, 

Woodberry Grove North, 


and the other on Green 
Lanes. 

Tim Shields said: “The 
Council has pledged its 
commitment to residents 
to provide first-rate new 
housing fit for the 
21st century. 

“This is an important 
milestone for the 
regeneration of Woodberry 
Down, which is providing 
high quality affordable 
homes as well as key 
community facilities.” 


Construction is well 
under way with the first 
117 social rented homes set 
to be finished next year. 
Over 300 private and 
intermediate homes are 
also being built. 

PCHA, part of Genesis 
Housing Group, has been 
confirmed as the Registered 
Social Landlord, and will 
own and manage the new 
affordable homes on 
Woodberry Down once 
they are built.

B etween the 

nationwide 
concerts, interviews, 
and guest spots on 
TV shows, only in the hectic 
life of Paloma Faith could a 
tour of Germany be ‘restful’. 

Demand for the 24-year- 
old singer is high, whether 
gigging in Berlin, or 
debating educational issues 
with former MP Michael 


Portillo. But despite all the 
attention, the Hackney-bred 
star is still unashamedly 
proud of the borough. 

“It’s a great place, you 
only have to go to Ridley 
Road Market on a Saturday 
and you can hear music 
everywhere,” she said. 
Adding: “I used to say when 
I was little, that I wanted my 
ashes spread across the 
number 73 bus route; this 
was our place, Hackney.” 

Despite having moved to 
West London, she’s 
determined not to forget her 


roots. “I’ll come back as 
soon as I can buy a place,” 
she said. 

Brought up in a house off 
Stoke Newington Church 
Street, her early years were 
spent taking in Dalston and 
Stoke Newington. Of 
Clissold Park, she said: “We 
were naughty - we used to 
jump the fence and hang out 
in the park.” 

And of the local nightlife: 
“I’d go raving all night, go 
to Mr Bagel in Dalston, then 
come home and do my 
coursework,” she confessed. 

Paloma is a strong 
advocate of her Hackney 
education. She said: “As a 
very young child I had 
learning difficulties, but I 
was always creative and the 
teachers nurtured my 
confidence.” 

Starting with ballet, at the 
age of four, in a class off 
Kingsland Road, she was 
encouraged to study arts. 

She left school with three A- 
star GCSEs, three As, one B 
and two Cs, getting a 
mention in a local 
newspaper. But after 
studying for a degree in 


contemporary dance, 
Paloma was looking for a 
new direction. She said: 
“While I’d always danced, 
as an adult, I realised it 
wasn’t for me. So I did a 
Masters in theatre direction 
and it opened up a platform 
of other styles as a 
performer. I always sang 
and knew I could sing in 
tune, but it was more of a 
laugh or a hobby. It wasn’t 
until later that I started to 
really work on it.” 

She began to mix forms, 
Tina Turner meets Marilyn 
Monroe, Grace Jones and 
Etta James, with a distinctly 
burlesque finish, helped 
along with cabaret stints as 
a singer and magician’s

assistant, and as a model for 
Agent Provocateur. 

After one performance, 
fortuitously witnessed by 
Epic Records, she was asked 
to come to the music label’s 
HQ. The interview went 
well - right up to the 
moment she cursed the 
A&R manager for using his 
mobile while she sang. Nine 
months later, the same 
manager called back with a 
contract, admitting he 
hadn’t seen as memorable 
an act since. 

With the release of her 
first album ‘Do You Want 
The Truth Or Something 
Beautiful?’ and appearing in 
Terry Gilliam’s The 
Imaginarium Of Dr 


Parnassus’, the future looks 
bright. Paloma recently 
completed a Haiti benefit 
single - ‘I’ve Put A Spell On 
You’ with among others, 
Shane McGowan, Johnny 
Depp, Nick Cave and 
Chrissie Hynde - and is to 
appear in a Channel 4 film ‘I 
Don’t Care’ later this year. 

But all this success is yet 
to save her from the stiletto’s 
arch enemy, rainy summer 
festivals: “I’ve done loads, 
but I don’t really like them. 
Maybe I’ll get someone to 
carry me through the mud,” 
she joked. And judging by 
current demand, that may 
be one of the few chances 
for Paloma to put her feet 
up this year.

Q: Why do recycling trucks sometimes block roads 
during busy periods, and is there anything that can be 
done to speed up collections? I support recycling, but 
the delays are annoying. 

A: The Council apologises for delays to road users caused 
by the collection of refuse and recycling in the borough. 
However, it has a legal obligation to provide these services 
and aims to do so as quickly as possible. Due 
to the stop-start nature of the work, 
and the size of the trucks, some 
inconvenience will be inevitable. 
Truck drivers know to pull over 
where possible, to allow other road 
users to pass, and will never 
intentionally cause obstructions. 
They work to Health and Safety 
Executive (HSE) guidelines, which 
state that lorries should position 
themselves in the centre of the road to prevent 
other vehicles attempting to pass through small gaps. 
Residents can help to speed up collections by putting Green 
Boxes out by 7.30am on their collection day, and by 
grouping similar materials together.

Estates double food recycling rate

FOOD waste recycling on 
estates has doubled since 
the scheme was expanded 
to cover more parts of the 
borough earlier this year. 

With 62 estates now 
participating, February 
collections were more than 
twice the size of those in 
January. Food waste is 
turned into compost, which 


is used in Hackney’s parks 
and green spaces. 

Monika Hazelton (left) 
from Lea View House 
Estate, E 5, encourages 
fellow residents to take 
part. “It’s great news that 
we have doubled the 
amount of food waste 
being recycled on Hackney 
estates in such a short space 
of time. Those who 
contributed should feel 
good about doing 


something positive for the 
planet. This means that 
residents are committed to 
recycling as much as 
possible and we can 
achieve even higher rates as 
the year continues.” 

Residents on 
participating estates are 
issued with a small kitchen 
caddy and compostable 
liners to collect food waste, 
which is then emptied into 
recycling bins on site. Food 


such as fruit, bread and 
pasta, raw vegetables and 
tea bags can be recycled 
through the scheme.

A HACKNEY school 
has received an 
‘outstanding’ rating 
by Ofsted. 

Following an inspection 
by the Government’s 
education regulator in 
January, Mossbourne 
Community Academy in E 5 
was praised for providing 
‘high-quality classroom 
teaching and learning’. 

Principal Sir Michael 
Wilshaw said Ofsted’s new 
way of assessing schools 


was more rigorous, with 
inspectors spending more 
time in lessons. He added: 
“Inspectors made 
judgments on our 
performance based on what 
they saw and heard rather 
than placing too great an 
emphasis simply on data 
and previous reports.” 

In the latest round of 
inspections, 10 other 
schools in the borough 
were assessed. Berger 
Primary in E9 got a ‘good’ 
rating and was commended 
for its ‘extremely 
stimulating’ environment 
with inclusive activities to 
help develop ‘well-rounded 


individuals’. Head teacher 
Karen Coulthard said: 
“Ofsted was impressed 
with the way creativity was 
used in the curriculum, and 
our environments outside 
school hours, such as 
computer clubs for girls to 
help increase ICT take up.” 

Primaries Grazebrook, in 
N16, and St Monica’s, in 
Nl, also received ‘good’ 
ratings. Both were praised 
for significant 
improvements since their 
last inspections. 

Six schools received 
‘satisfactory’ ratings; Bridge 
Academy, E2; Hackney 
Free and Parochial, E9; St 


Paul’s with St Michael’s, 
E8; Lubavitch, N16; 
Daubeney, E 5; and 
Whitmore, Nl, and one 
received ‘inadequate’, 
Millfields Community 
School, E 5.

Maths at their fingertips 

CAMERAS were rolling at Millfields Community School on 1 2 
March, as the BBC filmed an innovative approach to maths. 
Pupils from Afro-Caribbean backgrounds are being loaned a 
Nintendo DS and brain training games to buoy their skills, as 
part of a pilot scheme by The Learning Trust. It runs until the 
end of the school year, and is part of a nationwide drive to 
improve the performance of Black Caribbean students. 

So far, 1 2 Hackney schools are involved: St Matthias, 
Grazebrook, Tyssen, and Northwold in N16; Baden Powell, St 
Scholastica’s, Millfields, Rushmore and Daubeney in E5; 
Gainsborough and Morningside in E9; and Brook in E8 . 

Most of the schools will also be supported by a maths club 
and parent and pupil workshops. 

Mike Vance, from The Learning Trust, said: “This is about 
helping black Caribbean pupils to rehearse and practise 
their mathematical skills when they’re not in school, but it’s 
also about changing perceptions. We want all our pupils to 
say: I love maths, it’s a cool subject.”

Youngsters received classes 
from creative arts charity Create 
for the project -A Wealth of 
Stages - designed to improve 
financial awareness among 
London schoolchildren aged 
nine to 1 1 .

Love machines?

The struggle between man and machine 
continues to provoke fascination and fear: as 
much seen as a perversion of blurring lines of 
nature and metal, as the socio-political 
implications of the industrial revolution. 
Chinese artist Lu Chunsheng himself spent 
much of the last decade dissecting the 
industrial age through his works and his latest 
film carries on a tradition of mechanism with 
artful, fantastical storytelling. 

The First Man Who Brought A Juicer Bought It 
Not For Drinking Juice’ uses both human and 


mechanical characters: a reaper machine, 
used for harvesting grain and given 
Frankenstein-like characteristics; and the 
mechanic that cares and repairs it. The irony, 
created by the artist, is that humanity is 
denigrated to serve the machine, reversing 
the traditional relationship. 

In a similar vein, Jia Aili presents Make 
Believe: a new set of paintings representing 
the individual’s vulnerability in a rapidly 
modernising society, conjuring up the 
disorientating emotions felt in a developing 
world. 

Together both artists draw on industrial 
progress, social corrosion and a battle for 
survival in the machine age.

Salif Keita, Barbican Centre, Silk Street, 
EC2, 7 April, 7.30pm 

AS a royal descendant of the founder of the 
Malian Empire and a singer against the 
traditions of his country, Salif Keita is 
arguably a marketer’s dream. Add his 
former poverty - despite Malian nobility - 
limited eyesight and being born albino, and 
the backdrop can sometimes supersede his 
extraordinary talent and magical voice. 

In the 1 980s, he sang with leading West 
African bands and signed with Island 
Records to become perhaps his continent’s 
most famous performer. In the next decade 
he crossed genres, collaborating with 


Wayne Shorter and Carlos Santana among 
others to solidify his position in the English- 
speaking market. 

But album ‘Moffou’ (2002) was an exquisite 
return to his Malian roots, recorded with 
only tints of electronic instruments. It was 
nominated for a 2003 Grammy and BBC 
Radio 3 Awards for World Music, as well as 
mixed, remixed and reproduced right across 
the musical spectrum. 

Salif now tours extensively internationally, 
with strong links in France, but still lives in 
homeland of Mali. He tours with a mixed 
Malian-North American ensemble that 
meshes rock, funk and jazz yet keeps with 
the griot poetry tradition to create an 
original yet deeply African sound.

PLANNED HIV 
centre at 
Homerton 
University Hospital 
has received a £150,000 
boost from a City-based 
charity.

New birth centre is open 



A NEW midwife-led birth 
centre has opened for 
women having their babies 
at Homerton hospital. 

The purpose-built centre 
aims to provide a home- 
from-home environment, 
managed by midwives with 
support from maternity 
assistants, who provide a 
wide range of delivery 
choice for mothers with 
uncomplicated 
pregnancies. 

It is based alongside the 
main hospital delivery suite 
housed in a new £9million 


extension built at the 
hospital. The centre boasts 
four birthing rooms, two 
with birthing pools, and 
facilities for partners and 


relatives to accompany 
mothers in labour. 

The service is available 
24-hours a day, 52 weeks 
a year. 


Joan Douglas, Head of 
Midwifery, said: “Our 
overarching aim is to 
provide a top-quality 
service that values women 
and offers them a greater 
range of choice in the way 
they give birth. 

“Women will either 
book to use the centre as 
their preference when they 
first meet their midwife, or 
they can be assessed when 
they go into labour and, if 
appropriate, can have their 
delivery in the centre.” 


Alcohol checks for mums-to-be 

AN innovative study by Homerton hospital could reveal the 
full extent of the damaging effects of alcohol on pregnant 
women. 

Over the past year, the hospital has invited expectant 
mums to try a new service that can help discover if 
alcohol consumption is putting an unborn child at risk. 
It is hoped the tests will act as an indicator for 
drinking patterns, as well as giving midwives a 
clearer picture of the health of the mother. 

Homerton biochemist, Jean Deenmamode, said: “It 
is extremely alarming how women may be totally 
unaware of how dangerous to the foetus alcohol 
can be in early pregnancy.” 

So far more than 200 women have taken 
advantage of the new service, which will 
continue for another year. To take part, talk to 
your midwife or GP.

Diarist Samuel Pepys’ opinion of Brooke House

B rooke Road is 

named after the 
Tudor mansion 
that once stood on 
the site of BSix Brooke 
House Sixth Form College. 

The earliest known 
building at that location - 
on the corner of 
Kenninghall and Lower 
Clapton roads - dates from 
1409, and by the end of 
that century it was 
probably the country home 
of William Worsley, Dean of 
St Paul’s. 

The house was built 
around a courtyard with a 
brick hall on the eastern 
side, containing a gatehouse 
turret staircase. On the 
north side, was a chapel 
and outbuildings; on the 
west and south, various 
two-storey timber-framed 
buildings. 

In 1532, it was described 
as the ‘Manor of Hackney’ 
and held by Henry Percy, 
Earl of Northumberland. 
Three years later it was 
taken by Henry VIII in 
payment of a debt. The king 
granted the estate to his 


advisor Thomas Cromwell 
who made substantial 
alterations, but took the 
house back the following 
year, and in July 1536, it 
hosted a meeting between 
Henry, his wife Jane 
Seymour, and Henry’s 
estranged eldest daughter 
Mary, who had agreed to 
recognise her father as head 
of the Church of England. 

After Henry’s death in 
1547, the estate passed 
through several owners and 
tenants, including Sir Ralph 
Sadler who built Sutton 
House; Lady Margaret 
Douglas, Countess of 
Lennox, whose connections 
with the Scottish throne did 
not endear her to Elizabeth 
I and resulted in two spells 
in the Tower of London; 
and in 1621, Fulke Greville, 
1st Baron Brooke. The 
estate covered 200 acres

north from what is now 
Downs Road to Northwold 
Road, and between Upper 
and Lower Clapton Roads 
west to beyond 
Rendelsham Road. 

The diarist John Evelyn 
visited in 1654 and 
although he enjoyed the 
gardens, found the now 
unfashionable Tudor house 
to be ‘a despicable 
building’. 

Twelve years later Samuel 
Pepys wrote ‘the house not 
so good, nor the prospect 
good at all - but the 
gardens are excellent’. 

The house was converted 
into a mental asylum in 


1759 by William Clarke. It 
continued to be used for 
that purpose until the 
Second World War when it 
was damaged by bombing 
in 1940. 

London County Council 
bought the house in 1944 
and, although it was not 
beyond repair, decided it 
should be demolished. A 
record was taken of the 
structure and archaeology 
as the destruction 
progressed - only then was 
the historical significance of 
Brooke House realised. 

Its few remaining relics 
are a medieval wall painting 
held at the Museum of 
London and a quantity of 
wood panelling, later used 
by Harrow School. But 
copies of two published 
surveys and a collection of 
photographs are held at 
Hackney Archives as a 
reminder of the building 
which has been described as 
the saddest loss to 
Hackney’s built heritage.

Freedom Pass deadline 

OLDER residents who haven’t yet renewed their Freedom 
Pass should make haste to avoid paying for travel. 

All current passes expire on 31 March, although they can 
be used for up to two months afterwards. After this, people 
will be without a valid pass until their new one arrives, 
which should take about 1 0 days. 

Freedom Passes are paid for by the Council, grant free 
public transport across London for the over 60s and 
disabled people. 

The new pass combines both Oyster and ITSO smart card 
technology with a photograph of the owner, rather than 
having to use a separate photocard, as is currently the 
case. 

Those needing to renew their pass can do so at their local

Sparks set to fly 

A £1 7MILLI0N fund has been pledged to make London the 
electric vehicle capital of Europe. 

The cash will pay for thousands of electric charge points 
with 25,000 set to be installed in the capital by 201 5, 
meaning no Londoner will be more than a mile from a 
charging point. 

Hackney is due to have its first publicly accessible electric 
vehicle charging point in Bentley Road, Dalston, in the next 
few months. There are plans to install more across the 
borough in 201 0/11. 

The funding consists of £9.3million from the Department 
for Transport, £5.6million from Transport for London (TfL), 
and £7.6million pledged from a range of public and private 
sector organisations. 

The group will aim to deliver a network of around 7,500 
charging points by 201 3, with 1 ,600 charging points due to 
be installed over the next 1 2 months.

• 600g beetroot boiled whole in their skins and

• 600g potato peeled, cut into one-inch cubes • 
and boiled until penetrable with a knife 

• Generous handful of chopped parsley 

• 400g hard goat cheese 

• Put bread crumbs, flour and one beaten egg 
in three separate shallow dishes for coating 

Method 

• In a bowl crush together the potato, goat 
cheese, beetroot and parsley. The mixture 
should hold together, but be firm and dry to 
the touch. Taste and add salt and pepper as 
required 

• Split into eight portions and mould into large 
classic croquette shapes 

• Rest in the fridge for 10 minutes 

• Coat in flour, then egg and then breadcrumbs. 

If you can see through the breadcrumbs you 
haven't got enough and need to repeat the 
process.
